been characterized by many interesting 
features, not tht least novel of which 
wore the religious services held in the 
mills yesterday morning. 
With the 


great cogging mill for a chapel, with 
100 armed and uniformed watchmen on 
guard, and with over 1,000 soldiers 
within hailing distance, 380 nonunion 
men attended divine worship at 11 
o'clock. 


On a platform beneath the projecting 


arms of a ponderous crane was an or- 
chestra of six pieces. A broad, four- 
inch steel slab served as a pulpit, while 
tho choir, composed of clerks from the 
company'soflic os, occupied the top of a 
largo planing machine. Tho congrega- 
tion was made up of men representing 
many nationalities. The majority of 
thorn were arrayed in bine overalls and 
flannel shirts. Very fow wore coats or 
suspenders. Some sat on rofcVgh benches, 
on top of furnaces, and leaned against 
posts. 
Others balanced 
themselves 


on cranes and crossbeams, while some 
twenty or more rested, lastly on 0, steel 
girder high above the head of tha 
preacher.

services wore con- 


ducted by Ilev. Clarenoii Adams, of tho 
First Baptist church of Franklin, Pa., 
who is chaplain ot the sixteenth regi- 
ment. His wile, tho only woman pres- 
ent, occupied a chair in tho oongrega' 
lion, and helped lead the singing.

Superintendent Pot- 


ter. The men were provided with 
typewritten copies of three hymns. 
The 
services opened with "Nearer 


My Ood, to Thee," followed by "Stand 
Up for Jesus," in which the unique con- 
gregation joined to a man.

bowed heads, tho rugged worshippers 
listened to a short prayer by the minis- 
ter. 
The latter then entered upon hU 


discourse, taking his U xt from tho first 
aliaptor of Paul's Epistle to the Romans, 
fifteenth verse: "I am ready to preach 
the Gospel to you.for I am not ashamed 
of tho Gospel of Christ."

The following extract from an article 


appearing in the Globe Democrat, Ban- 
dar edtitled "The Strikes ot a Oentnry" 
may be read with profit by the wiee man 
who aita around without experience and 
lot little sense, and declares that this 
eonntry could not distinguish any differ- 
ence between a protective tariff and a 
revenue tariff. 
Men who have seen h oth 


duds of tariff tried or have taken pains 
to study history and statistics know 
better. Following is the extract: 


In 1860 began the big iron etrike at 


Pittabarg. Tbc trial of the "tariff for 
revenue only" measure of 1&16 nod 
brought about a serious depression in 
the iron trade, and tha manufacturers 
proposed to reduce the wages ot pnddlers, 
refiners, scrappers and heaters. A strike 
was the result. On February 18 four mills 
started with imported workmen at re- 
duced wagoe. 
Mobs filled the streets, 


and a fierce attack was made on Brown's 
mill, Wayne street. 
Men and women 


joined in the onslaught. The women drew 
the ban from the gates ot the farnaoia 
used by the non-union workmen and with 
these did terrible execution arrests were 
made in great numbers, and heavy fines 
followed. 
The result ot it was a 


complete victory for the bofsss, nearly 
all the strikers 
returning to work 


after six months' idleness. From that 
time nctil the war and the readjustment 
of the tariff, iron workers' wagee were 
gradually reduced, almost to the starva- 
tion point. 


From 1850 to the outbreak of the war, 


strikes were very numerous nnd uni- 
formly neatly and unsuccessful. 
On 


February 22,1800, the great Massachu- 
setts shoemakers' strike broke out. It 
became 'general throughout the state; 
mass meetings and huge demonstrations 
occurred daily ending in considerable 
rii>tiag. Finally the militia was called 
out and the strikers quelled. They re- 
turned to work in April, having lost in 
wagee alone 1200,000. 


Wages at this time bad been reduced 


to the foreign basis under the "tariff for 
revenue only," and since the enactment 
ol the Morrill tariff 
for protection, 


March 3, 1W1, wnges nave steadily in- 
creased nntil all along the line they are 
almost double what they we.-e in 18GO.
